Lookout Reports Two Submarines, 


One Considerably Smaller Than the 
Other Off Cross Island Guard Station 
—No UL S, Submarines in Vicinity 


PORTLAND, 
Me., 
Aug. 
7.—That 


there were two submarines off Cross 
Island 
coast 
guard 
station 
this 


morning, one 
of 
them 
considerably 


smajler than the other, IB the atory 
which Lowell W. Dunn, tho lookout 
who flighted the craft told The Asso- 
ciated Press today. 


"I was standing on the bill looking 


out to sea through my glasses," Gaiil 
Mr. Dunn, "and It was perfectly clear 
at tho time, while 
tho 
water 
was 


smooth. 
The first of the two subma- 


rines appeared from beneath tho sur- 
face at about S.30 o'clock and I should 
judge that her hull was ten or twelve 
feet out of water. 
Although she was 


at a distance of more than five miles 
oft shore I could 
plainly make 
out 


what seemed to be a small tower in 
the middle of the vessel, 
I watched 


her for a few minutes and then shift- 
ing my glasses, I saw another smaller 
submarine a mile ahead of her. Both 
were bound to the westward. The ves- 
sel In _the lead soon submerged 
and 


three or four minutes after I turned 
to take another look at the big one, 
she too, went below tha surface. The 
submarines were travelling at the rate 
of 10 or 12 miles an hour. 


"I am positive," continued Mr. Dunn, 


'that the vessels were submarines for 
the towers were plainly visible." 


SIGHTED AT 
S.30 


PORTLAND, Me.. Aug. 7.—A 
sub- 


marine was sighted five miles off the 
coast by a lookout at the coast guard 
station on Cross Island at S.30 o'clock 
this forenoon. It was moving west but 
the weather was thick and its nation- 
ality could not be made out. 


The submarine when first seen was 


coming to tho surface, 
arid It 
sub- 


merged again about 15 minutes later. 


Capt. Small of the Cross Island life 


saving station, who reported the Inci- 
dent to Machiasport, said the lookout 
declared that the vessel was a large 
one and that the weather was suffi- 
ciently clear to leave no doubt that It 
was a submarine. 


May Be Bremen 


It was thought that tho vessel might 


be tho German submarine Brernen. So 
far as can bo learned there are. no 
United 
States 
submarines 
off 
the 


Maine coast. 


Capt. Small said that the submarine 


was sighted about five miles southeast 
of Cross Island, which lies close- to 
tho Maine coast. 
If the vessel was 


tho Bremen she was 
either off her 


course or, for reasons best known to 
the master of the merchantman, had 
chosen to come in close to the enemy's 
country in order to arrive sooner with- 
in the three mile limit. 


To bo off Cross Island the submarine 


must have skirted the coast of Nova 
Scotia and 
rounded Sable Island: 


thence heading north along the edgo 
ot the Bay of Fundy instead of taking 
the more direct route across the Gulf 
of Maine to Bar Harbor or Portland. 


The indicated course 
would 
bring 


her within the three mile limit soon 
after she was sighted, and from then 
on she would have plenty of water to 
permit her to keep within the neutral 
zone. 


The lookout 
who sighted the sub- 


marine later said thai as tho vessel 
came to the surface the lookout said 
he heard several blasts from the signal 


horn at tho lighthouse on Seal Island, 
a British possession. 


He believed that the keeper of the 


lighthouse was signalling to the keep- 
er at Grand Manan light, also English 
owned, that a 
submarine 
had been 
sighted. 


Immediately 
after 
the 
whistle 


sounded the submarine submerged. A 
few moments later a haze set in and 
it was Impossible to see- more than 
four miles oft Cross Island. 


A canvass of naval 
stations 
and 


builders appeared to establish that no 
American 
submarines were- off this 


coast. Men who were close to naval 
affairs expressed the conviction that 
no submarine of the allies was now in 
Canadian waters 
or near the New 


England coast.

NOT U. S. S U B M A R I N E

railroad managers. 


A. K. Oarretson. the official spokes- 


man for the men, said today that the 
order (or the general strike would not 
be given until all efforts to arrive at 
an amicable agreement failed. Mr. Gar- 
rctson hinted that if a different form 
of arbitration is proposed than 
that 


provided for under the Rowlands act. 
the men will meet the railroads half 
way In saving the country (rom the 
scourge of a general strike.

As far as the arrival of the Bremen 


goes, officers here arc openly expec- 
tant that she will come In some time 
during the next TO days.

Is not founded on any olficial "tip." 
but a deduction they have reached 
from a consideration of the whole sit- 
uation. 
Little more than a week ago 


some officers thought the Bremen had 
been captured by the allied warships. 
From Information since the departure 
of the Deuljchland they have conclud- 
ed that the Bremen had not left her 
German port at that time. 


The reappearance of the warships off 


the. Capes is taken here as an indica- 
tion that they are expecting the Bre- 
men.

factories. 


Despite .this decision, holiday hook- 


ings this morning broke all records. 
Thousands of miners and their families 
left for the seaside, a step which means 
that many mines wilt be worked only 
rart time for the most of this week. 
In the- cities business was carried on as 
usual, while the munition factories 
worked at full pressure.

The hour set for the ceremonies was 


11 o'clock tho morning of the Four in. 
It was found at that time, however, 
that the British authorities reqxilred 
the presence of all first class passen- 
gers, and the reading of the Declara- 
tion was postponed until 2 o'clock. At 
this hour the ceremonies were begun 
anew. 
"America" was sung, a short 


prayer was offered and then. Captain 
Irgens arose. 


"I regret it very much," 
he an- 


nounced, "but the Declaration of In- 
dependence must again be postponed, 
as the British authorities require tho 
presence ol the second class passen- 
gers in their dining room."

To be off Cross Island the submarine 


must have skirted the coast of Nova

pean war the town of Troycs, situat- 
ed 100 miles southeast of Paris,

tier, was knnwn to American import- 
ers as one of the centers of tho sill;, 
cotton and woolen hosiery Industry of 
France. 


"As the chief town of the

ment of thc.Aube. this ancient capital 
of Champagne, with a 
population of 


about 50.000, is charmingly situated on 
an alluvial plain, with the Seine flow-

there by canals. 


"The history 
of 
Troves 
includes 


many stirring and dramatic 
episodes.

:ion was postponed until 2 o'clock. At 
:his hour tho ceremonies were begun 
anew. 
"America" was sung, a short 


nrayor was offered and then Captain 
Irgens arose. 


"I regret it very much,"

the Declaration of In- 


dependence must ngain bo postponed, 


the British authorities require the 


presence of the second • class passen- 
gers in their dining room.'* 


At 3 o'clock the ship's company as- 


sembled again to hear proclaimed thc 
principles of a free and independent 
people.

water which rose in the air where the 
shell fell. 


No shots were fired at the Ro d'ltalla, 


",'apl. Fincecl said. 
The submarines 


.vere discovered by the lookout at 9-30 
i. m.. on July 23, when the vessel was 
about 200 miles from CJenoa midway be- 
:ween the Balearic islands and the Is- 
land of Corsica. 
Tht-y were then one 


and one-half miles dead astern. 


Capt. Plnceti ordered the speed of his 


ship 
increased

her full capacity, 


about 12 knots an hour. Then ho sum- 
moned tho crew of naval gunners on 
board and took personal command of 
them.

9.45 tho submarines were 


slightly abeam on the starboard 
ter, traveling in a line," Capt. Pinceti 
said.

us, I ordered the gunners to open fire. 
The third shot, I believe, took effect, as

It was much heavier and appar- 
ently impregnated with smoke or oil. 
At any rate, from that time on, only 
two periscopes were to be seen.

The 
Associated 
Press) — The 
long- 


dreaded restriction in the. use of, coffee 
— which is to Vienna what beer is to 
Munich — has come at last, bringing 
with it coffee cards entitling each per- 
son over four years of age to half a 
pound of coffee a week and confisca- 
tion of all the coffee now on hand to 
prevent hoarding. 


The government 
order 
announcing 


the step contained one saving clause. 
however. 
It exempts from restriction 


the supplies needed by restaurants and 
coffee houses, which means thai Vienna 
will still be able to pursue its favorite 
pastime of supping coffee "black" or 
"brown" on the sidewalks in front of 
the innumerable resorts that line ev- 
ery boulevard and street. 


Each coffee store, wholesale and re- 


tail. has been required to -notify the 
authorities of its exact supply of coffeo 
over 100 Xiiograms (220 ibs.) 
The ex- 


cess in each cape is then subject to the 
control of a "coiTte' central," which in 
future will regulate the disposal of the 
product to the public, a_nd have charge 
of all coffee that in future comes into 
the country.
